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No.  128,  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  for  1915, 
reads  as  follows : — 

SECTION  1.  Section  3956  of  the  Public  Statutes 
as  amended  by  section  2  of  No.  125  of  the  Acts  of 
1910  and  No.  139  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : — 

Sec.  3956.  No  part  of  the  funds  raised  from 
town  or  state  highway  taxes,  or  apportioned  by  the 
state  for  highway  improvement,  shall  be  used  in 
repairing,  building  or  rebuilding  bridges  or  culverts, 
exceeding  four  feet  span  or  the  approaches  thereto, 
except  the  minor  repairs  on  said  approaches  incident 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  surface  of  the  highway 
thereon  which  shall  be  cared  for  by  the  road  com- 
missioner with  road  funds. 

Bridges  and  culverts  exceeding  four  feet  span, 
including  those  in  incorporated  villages,  shall  be  un- 
der the  exclusive  control  of  the  selectmen,  who  shall 
keep  the  same  in  repair  and  rebuild  when  necessary ; 
provided  that  the  selectmen  may  authorize  a  road 
commissioner  to  have  charge  of  and  repair  any 
bridge  and  its  approaches  not  over  20  feet  in  the 
clear  between  abutments;  and  such  authorization 
shall  be  in  writing  and  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's 
office.  The  selectmen  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the 
general  fund  of  the  town  to  defray  expenses  incurred 
under  this  section,  and  the  funds  for  that  purpose 
shall  be  raised  in  the  town  tax. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  March  31,  1915. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  report  that  the 
town  road  commissioner  has  expended  in  bridge 
work  within  the  terms  of  the  above  statute  the  sum 
of  $3612  21. 
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There  has  been  repaid  to  his  department  the 
sum  of  $3612  21  for  such  work,  but  the  treasurer  has 
improperly  credited  his  department  with  $400  re- 
ceived from  the  state  highway  department  for  its 
apportionment  for  bridge  work.  It  appears  that  he 
was  employed  to  do  this  work  by  the  selectmen  which 
would  have  been  proper  if  his  authorization  to  do 
this  work  had  been  in  writing  and  recorded  in  the 
town  clerk's  office  (which  was  not  done) ,  but  all  or- 
ders for  such  work  should  have  been  drawn  by  the 
selectmen.  We  cannot  see  where  there  is  any  au- 
thority whatever  in  the  law  for  the  road  commis- 
sioner to  expend  the  money  of  the  highway  depart- 
ment for  bridge  work  even  if  the  amounts  so  spent 
are  repaid  to  his  department  by  the  selectmen.  It  is 
the  intent  of  the  law  that  there  shall  be  no  con- 
fusion among  the  expenditures  of  the  different  de- 
partments and  that  this  method  does  produce  con- 
fusion is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  expenditures  on 
bridge  work  by  the  road  commissioner  and  the 
amounts  credited  to  the  highway  department  for 
this  work  do  not  balance.  The  road  commissioner's 
account  shows  $3612  21  expended  and  the  amounts 
credited  to  the  highway  department  in  payment  for 
this  work  amount  to  $4012  21,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$400  more  credited  J:o  the  department  than  the  ex- 
penditures. This  is  a  direct  result  of  the  confusion 
created  in  the  various  departments. 

No.  119,  Acts  of  General  Assembly  for  1917, 
provides  that  orders  drawn  by  a  town  road  commis- 
sioner payable  to  himself  shall  not  be  paid  by  the 
town  treasurer  until  approved  in  writing  by  one  of 
the  selectmen.  We  desire  to  report  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  have  not  been  complied  with'. 

We  do  not  think  that  the  amount  of  the  select- 
men's order  to  cover  the  overdraft  on  this  department. 
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to  wit,  $3395,  represents  the  actual  overdraft.  In  the 
first  place  the  orders  drawn  for  patrol  work,  to  wit, 
$881  98,  should  be  charged  to  this  department 
which  will  increase  the  overdraft  by  that  amount. 
Secondly,  there  is  balance  overpaid  on  bridge  work  of 
$400,  which  will  increase  the  overdraft  by  that 
amount.  The  actual  condition  of  this  department  is 
still  further  complicated  by  the  fact  that  the  select- 
men have  drawn  orders  for  general  highway  work 
amounting  to  $562  97  which  are  tabulated  in  our 
report  regarding  that  department.  In  other  words, 
the  distinction  between  the  two  departments  has  not 
been  regarded  and  the  road  commissioner  has  paid 
for  bridge  work  from  his  department  and  the  select- 
men for  highway  work  from  their  department.  This 
sum  of  $562  97  adds  to  the  amount  of  the  overdraft. 
After  making  these  changes  the  amount  of  the  over- 
draft is  $5239  95,  but  with  the  confusion  existing 
between  the  departments  we  cannot  vouch  for  the 
accuracy  of  these  figures.

The  permanent  road  act  provides  that  the  state 
will  appropriate  for  permanent  road  work  the  same 
sum  that  the  town  votes.  The  town  of  Springfield 
this  year  voted  the  sum  of  $1000  for  permanent  road 
work  and  the  sum  of  $500  for  resurfacing,  a  total  of 
$1500.  This  should  have  been  matched  by  the  state 
and  the  sum  of  $2000  spent  for  permanent  road  work 
and  $1000  for  resurfacing.  We  cannot  see  wherein 
the  selectmen  have  any  authority  to  authorize  an 
expenditure  in  excess  of  the  town  appropriation  or 
pay  even  that  unless  the  state  matches  it.  For  the 
past  two  years  there  has  been  increasing  difficulty  in 
getting  the  state  highway  department  to  pay  the 
amount  agreed  upon. 

The  state  has  for  some  years  treated  the  5%  tax 
apportionment  as  a  payment  by  the  state.  We  do  not 
think  it  should  be  so  treated.  It  is  provided  by  stat- 
ute that  the  state  shall  pay  to  each  town  its  appor- 
tionment and  we  are  entitled  to  this  whether  or  not 
we  vote  anything  for  permanent  work. 
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The  selectmen  drew  orders  in  payment  for  bills 
contracted  by  this  department  amounting  to  $236  64 
a  list  of  which  is  given  in  the  report  attached  to  the 
selectmen's  account.  We  think  they  had  no  authority 
to  do  this.  Since  the  above  report  was  made  up  the 
state  highway  department  has  remitted  to  the  town 
treasurer  the  sum  of  $493  11,  which  reduces  the 
overdraft  by  that  amount. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  the  state  highway  de- 
partment is  responsible  for  the  overdraft,  having 
given  the  town  officers  to  understand  that  more 
money  would  be  sent  by  the  state. 

We  recommend  that  in  the  future  the  town 
treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  no  orders  on  this  de- 
partment exceeding  the  town  appropriations  plus  the 
sum  to  match  the  same  that  the  state  is  obliged  by 
law  to  appropriate  except  such  sums  in  excess  of  this 
sum  as  the  state  appropriates  and  pays  to  the  treas- 
urer. 

The  selectmen  have  computed  the  overdraft  on 
this  department  as  $1096  58.  The  town  voted  $500 
for  resurfacing,  however,  for  which  no  order  has 
been  drawn.  This  reduces  the  overdraft  to  $596  58. 
Since  the  above  account  was  made  up  the  state  high- 
way department  has  remitted  $493  11,  which  re- 
duces it  still  further.  Add  to  this  the  sum  of  $236  64 
paid  by  the  selectmen  on  this  department  and  the 
actual  overdraft  is  $340  11.

It  should  be  a 
source  of  much  satisfaction  to  the  voters  that  the 
inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  reports  our 
town  farm  as  being  in  the  second  best  condition  of 
any  visited  by  him,  Burlington  alone  excelling  us 
because  of  newer  buildings. 
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Report  of  the  School  Directors 


The  school  directors  herewith  submit  to  the 
taxpayers  a  statement  of  expenses  for  the  past  year. 
The  amount  paid  for  repairs  is  larger  than  in  some 
former  years  due  to  the  fact  that  the  high  school 
building  and  a  part  of  the  primary  building  were  re- 
finished,  painted  and  kalsomined.  Additional  plumb- 
ing was  put  into  the  primary  building.  The  school- 
house  in  Spencer  Hollow  was  repaired  and  painted. 
These  repairs  were  made  at  a  cost  of  about  $1650. 

The  school  directors  of  this  town  like  those  of 
all  towns  of  the  state  are  facing  the  problem  of  a  con- 
tinual increase  in  expenses.  This  is  true  in  the  cost 
of  fuel,  supplies,  repairs  and  other  materials.  The 
question  of  teachers'  salaries  ever  confronts  the  di- 
rectors. That  teachers  are  most  inadequately  paid  of 
all  salaried  persons  is  generally  admitted.  How  to  re- 
tain competent  and  faithful  teachers  with  the  means 
at  the  disposal  of  the  board  has  been  a  serious  ques- 
tion in  the  past  and  during  this  coming  year  the 
question  will  be  more  serious  than  before.  One  thing 
is  clear  to  the  directors.  This  is  that  teachers'  sal- 
aries must  be  raised  so  that  a  teacher's  income  will 
be  nearer  proportioned  to  the  income  in  other  voca- 
tions. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  expenses  in  the  main- 
tenance of  our  schools  we  ask  for  a  larger  appropri- 
ation for  school  purposes.  We  recommend  that  a  tax 
of  75  cents  on  a  dollar  of  the  grand  list  be  levied.

The  selectmen  submit  the  following  note  regard- 
ing the  town  hall  account: — 

Owing  to  war  conditions  some  parties  have  been 
given  the  use  of  the  town  hall  free  of  expense  on  cer- 
tain nights.  Company  L,  the  Home  Guards,  have 
had  the  use  of  the  town  hall  Monday  nights  when 
desired  since  its  organization.  Company  K  had  the 
use  of  the  town  hall  about  15  nights  for  which  the 
State  of  Vermont  was  to  paj^  but  no  voucher  has  been 
drawn  by  the  officers  of  the  company  as  yet  for  the 
payment  of  the  same.  The  Red  Cross  have  had  the 
use  of  the  hall  four  nights  free.  The  SpVingfield 
hospital  has  had  the  use  of  the  hall  four  nights  free. 
By  vote  of  the  town  about  six  years  ago  the  Spring- 


112 


field  high  school  is  to  have  the  use  of  the  town  hall 
six  nights  a  year  free  of  charge,  this  year  it  has  had 
the  use  of  the  hall  10  nights  for  which  no  money  has 
been  collected. 

Owing  to  the  war,  fuel  and  heat  conditions  the 
town  hall  has  not  been  rented  but  little  since  the  mid- 
dle of  December. 

Owing  to  the  long  and  severe  illness  of  Mr. 
Davis,  who  has  had  charge  of  renting  the  hall,  the 
rents  have  not  been  collected  as  closely  as  they  other- 
wise would  have  been  and  there  is  a  matter  of  prac- 
tically $400  due  the  town  on  this  year's  business  and 
$104  on  last  year's  account,  all  of  which  will  probably 
be  collected  and  turned  into  the  treasurer  as  soon 
as  Mr.  Davis  is  able  to  look  after  his  business.

The  statement  of  assets  and  liabil- 
ities shows  that  the  business  of  the  town  for  the 
year  Bas  resulted  in  an  increase  of  debt  to  the  amount 
of  $26177  12.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by  orders 
drawn  for  the  new  schoolhouse  amounting  to 
$20961  96,  for  which  no  special  tax  was  raised.  This 
leaves  an  increase  in  liability  to  the  amount  of 
$5215  16  for  the  general  business  for  the  year.

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Librarian's  Report 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Springfield  Town  Library  and 
to  the  Public: — 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  of  the 
library  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1918: — 

Nine  thousand  three  hundred  thirty  books  were 
in  the  Library  February  1,  1917.  Eight  hundred 
forty-nine  books  were  acquired  during  the  year  of 
which  708  were  purchased,  16  were  gifts  and  125 
were  transferred  from  the  Pay  Collection  of  Dupli- 
cate Fiction.  Four  hundred  two  old  and  worn  books 
were  removed  from  circulation  and  27  books  were 
burned  in  homes  where  there  was  contagious  dis- 
ease. There  are  9750  books  now  listed  at  the  Library. 
Four  hundred  fifty-two  cards  were  issued  to  new  pat- 
rons. 

Fifty-three  thousand  twenty-four  books  and 
magazines  were  loaned  in  the  304  days  the  Library 
was  open  to  the  public,  an  average  of  174  per  day 
and  an  increase  of  3832  over  last  year's  circulation. 
Of  the  books  lojaned,  35,979  were  adult  and 
17,045  were  juvenile.  Two  thousand  seven  hunderd 
twenty-six  books  were  sent  to  North  Springfield. 

One  hundred  fourteen  books  were  in  the  Pay 
Collection  February  1,  1917,  126  were  added  during 
the  year,  125  were  transferred  to  the  free  shelves, 
leaving  115  books  now  in  the  collection.  The  circula- 
tion from  this  department  was  3802,  from  which 
$194.42  was  realized.  This  money  was  used  to  pur- 
chase new  books. 

During  June  and  July  garden  flower  exhibits 
were  held  at  the  Library  under  the  auspices  of  the 
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Cosmopolitan  club.  These  were  a  pleasure  to  every- 
one. 

A  "War  Camp  Library  Campaign"  was  carried 
on  during  the  week  September  24-31.  Five  hundred 
twenty -five  dollars  was  realized  and  sent  to  the 
American  War  Library  council.  Since  that  time  50 
cents  has  been  added  to  the  fund. 

Fifty-two  books  and  a  great  number  of  maga- 
zines havebeen  brought  to  the  Library  and  forwarded 
to  be  sent  to  Army  Camps,  the  Front  and  Hospitals. 

October  27,  a  branch  library  was  started  at  the 
South  End  School  for  the  use  of  the  children  in  that 
part  of  the  town.  Every  Friday  an  attendant  is  at 
the  schoolhouse  to  circulate  the  books.  November 
23  the  children  from  the  first  three  grades  of  the 
South  End  School  were  entertained  at  the  main 
library  with  stories  by  Mrs.  R.  M.  Wilcomb. 

Three  new  book  cases  have  been  put  in  the  south 
reading  room  and  more  shelving  in  the  magazine 
room.  This  has  helped  to  do  away  somewhat  with 
the  over-crowded  condition  in  the  book  stacks. 

The  bulletin  boards  have  been  used  this  year 
to  advertize  war  books,  and  the  different  war  works 
and  campaigns  that  have  been  carried  on  throughout 
the  country. 

Libraries  were  not  included  in  the  Heatless  Mon- 
day holiday,  therefore  our  reading  rooms  have  been 
a  place  of  comfort  and  pleasure  to  the  men  at  this 
time. 

Besides  books  the  library  has  received  as  gifts 
10  pictures  of  the  Springfield  High  School  Cadets  of 
1900-1905,  six  pictures  of  old  Springfield  by  Miss 
Grace  Wheeler,  a  Vermont  State  Flag  by  Miss  Alice 
Grow,  and  an  old  powder  horn  used  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary war  by  William  Page.  This  horn  was  pre- 
sented by  Reverend  J.  Manville  Lewis,  formerly  of 
Weathersfield  and  Springfield. 
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I  extend  thanks  to  each  and  everyone  who,  by- 
gift  of  money,  books,  magazines,  personal  services^ 
or  other  tokens  of  appreciation  and  interest,  have 
helped  in  the  extension  of  library  work.

Report  of  the  Health  Officer 


There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year,  also  numerous  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  with  two  deaths. 

Below  is  a  list  of  the  contagious  diseases  which 
have  been  reported: — 

Chicken  pox,  25  cases ;  diphtheria,  6  cases ;  Ger- 
man measles,  102  cases ;  measles,  172  cases ;  mumps, 
4  cases ;  scarlet  fever,  21  cases ;  whooping  cough,  32 
cases. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  village  is  in  fair 
condition.  There  are  several  houses  in  the  village 
that  have  not  been  connected  with  the  sewer.  In  some 
locations  there  are  no  sewers  on  the  street  and  others 
have  not  been  connected  where  there  are  sewers  on 
the  street.  During  the  summer  Valley  street  brook 
was  cleaned  out  as  far  as  the  bridge  at  the  foot  of 
Pleasant  street.  I  would  advise  a  small  dam  being 
built  at  some  place  in  the  course  of  the  brook,  with 
a  gate  which  could  be  opened  to  flush  the  brook  when 
necessary.

The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Springfield  who 
are  legal  voters  in  town  meeting  are  hereby  notified 
and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  hall  in  said  town  on 
Tuesday,  the  fifth  day  of  March,  1918,  at  9  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  transact  the  following  busi- 
ness : — 
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Article  1.  To  elect  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  2.  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  ? 

Art.  3.  Shall  license  of  the  fifth  class  be  grant- 
ed? 

Art.  4.  To  receive  and  act  on  the  reports  of  the 
town  officers. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  and  em- 
power the  selectmen  to  appoint  one  or  two  road 
commissioners. 

Art.  6.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  town  officers. 

Art.  7.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee 
and  selectmen  as  to  the  matter  of  buying  a  motor 
truck,  traction  engine,  stone  crusher,  or  other  im- 
proved road  machinery,  and  to  see  what  action  the 
town  will  take  on  the  report  of  the  committee  and 
selectmen. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a 
sum  of  money  in  addition  to  the  sum  now  required  by 
law  to  take  advantage  of  the  State  Aid  law,  and  if  so. 
how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  contract  with  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioner for  resurfacing  state  highways  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars 
for  that  purpose. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  meet  any  appropriation  that  may 
be  made  by  the  state  for  the  improvement  of  rural 
highways. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Springfield 
Town  Library  in  addition  to  what  the  town  is  al- 
ready bound  by  contract  to  pay. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  aid  the  Springfield 
Fair  Association  in  paying  premiums  on  agricultural 
exhibits  for  the  year  1918. 
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Art.  13.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will 
appropriate,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  for  a 
free  hospital  bed  in  the  Springfield  hospital  for  the 
period  of  one  year  for  the  use  of  inhabitants  of  the 
town  who  are  entitled  to  receive  assistance  by  reason 
of  their  indigent  circumstances,  and  provide  for  pay- 
ing the  same. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  Memorial  day. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  any  other  sum,  for  the  support  of 
a  local  cornet  band,  under  such  conditions  as  to  band 
concerts  as  the  selectmen  may  prescribe. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  free  scholarship  for 
Springfield  students  in  state  institutions. 

Art.  17.  To  make  appropriations  for  schools, 
highways,  care  of  the  poor,  present  indebtedness  of 
the  town,  salaries  of  town  officers,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  for  which  the  law  requires  appropriation  or 
for  which  the  town  may  legally  vote,  and  to  vote 
rates  of  taxation  for  the  same. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the 
taxes  to  the  town  treasurer. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
town  treasurer  to  borrow  money,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  selectmen,  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  provide 
suitable  transportation  for  pupils  living  two  and  one- 
half  miles  or  more  from  the  high  school  as  provided 
by  law. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the 
Board  of  School  Directors  to  continue  medical  in- 
spection in  the  schools. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  following  gifts  or  trust  funds  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses according  to  the  conditions  attached  to  said 
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gifts  or  trusts: — From  Samuel  Brown,  seventy-five 
dollars;  David  Haskins,  fifty  dollars;  Charles  H. 
Hayden,  one  hundred  dollars;  George  and  Lucia 
Davis,  fifty  dollars ;  Josephine  Tenney,  one  hundred 
dollars ;  Perez  Whitcomb,  one  hundred  dollars ;  Rich- 
ard Longworth,  fifty  dollars ;  Julia  M.  Bisbee  estate, 
sixty-seven  dollars;  James  S.  Balch,  seventy-five 
dollars ;  Granville  S.  Derby,  one  hundred  dollars. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell 
whatever  interest  the  town  has  in  the  following  un- 
used schoolhouses : — Spoonerville  District,  Baker 
District,  Eureka  District,  Cragin  District  and 
Gould's  Mills  District,  and  if  so  voted  to  appoint  an 
agent  to  convey  the  same. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt 
from  taxation  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  or  for  any 
other  term,  the  new  foundry  buildings,  machinery 
and  equipment  therein,  that  is  being  built  by  the 
Vermont  Snath  Company  on  the  northerly  side  of  the 
river  in  Springfield,  Vermont,  in  accordance  with 
Section  499  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  of  Springfield  will 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  draw  an  order  on  the 
treasurer,  to  cover  the  military  expense  for  the 
year  of  1917,  amounting  to  $365.00. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  of  Springfield  will 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars to  meet  the  necessary  military  expenses  for  the 
coming  year,  same  to  be  paid  out  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Springfield  Public  Safety  Committee.
